We find in most of the schools where they have proved a failure 
it has been due to some of the larger scholars retusing to obey the 
rules of the school. 

Now if the parents, when they see there is something wrong about 
the school would investigate and assist the teacher a little in having 
those scholars do as they should, they would find a great improve— 
ment, not only in their own scholars, but in the whole school and 
it would cost a great deal less than it would to hire teachers that 
are fully qualified in the Corbett and Fitzsimmons tactics.
